Sites fired one 
shot that went into the wall about 
6ix feet from the floor. A second 
Bhot tetruck Cheek in the left side, 
penetrating the intestines, it is said. 
Dies in Building 
After the shooting, medical aid 
was summoned but Cheek died with­ 
in a short time and before he could 
be removed from the building. Other 
men were arrested on a charge or 
gaming but were later released on 
bond.
